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Summary 

New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  December  increased 
$5.1  billion  or  2.5  percent  from  November  to  $214.8  billion. 
New  orders  for  durable  goods  were  up  $5.5  billion  or  4.9 
percent  to  $116.4  billion,  revised  down  from  the  earlier 
reported  6.7  percent  increase.  Data  for  December  generally 
have  greater  revisions  than  other  months  because  of  late 
reporting  and  revisions  to  early  estimates  by  companies  due 
to  year-end  book  closings.  New  orders  for  nondurable  goods 
declined  $0.3  billion  or  0.3  percent  to  $98.4  billion. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  December  increased 
$4.5  billion  or  2.2  percent  to  $211.7  billion.  Virtually 
all  of  the  increase  was  in  the  durable  goods  sector,  up  $4.9 
billion  or  4.5  percent  to  $113.3  billion.  Nondurable  goods 
shipments  were  down  $0.4  billion  or  0.4  percent  to  $98.4 
billion. 

Unfilled  orders  for  manufactured  goods  at  the  end  of 
December  were  up  $3.1  billion  or  0.8  percent  to  $404.1 
billion.  Most  of  the  orders  backlog  is  for  durable  goods 
which  increased  $3.1  billion  or  0.8  percent  to  $390.4 
billion;  this  revises  the  earlier  reported  1.3  percent 
increase. 

Current  cost  inventories  at  the  end  of  December  were 
$333.2  billion,  up  $1.4  billion  or  0.4  percent  from 
November.  About  two-thirds  of  the  increase  was  in 
nondurables.  The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in  December 
was  1.57  percent,  down  from  1.60  in  November. 

Total  new  orders  for  1987  were  $2,438.5  billion,  7.4 
percent  above  1986.  Total  shipments  for  1987  were  $2,407.3 
billion,  up  6.0  percent  over  1986.  Unfilled  orders  at  year- 
end  of  $404.1  billion  were  8.3  percent  above  1986. 
Inventories  at  year-end  of  $333.2  billion  were  4.7  percent 
above  1986. 

New  Orders 

The  increases  in  new  orders  for  durable  goods  in 
December  were  widespread.  The  largest  was  in  transportation 
equipment,  up  $3.0  billion  or  10.3  percent  to  $31.6  billion; 
an  increase  in  aircraft  and  parts  of  $3.8  billion  was 
partially  offset  by  a  decline  in  shipbuilding  and  tanks  of 
$1.1  billion. 

Orders  for  primary  metals  increased  $1.3  billion  or 
11.7  percent  to  $12.2  billion;  both  steel  and  nonferrous 
metals  were  up.  Nonelectrical  machinery  increased  $1.0 
billion  or  5.4  percent  to  $19.0  billion,  the  largest  gains 
were  in  construction,  mining,  and  material  handling 
equipment,  in  farm  machinery  and  equipment,  and  office  and 
computing  equipment. 


The  pattern  of  change  among  nondurable  goods  industries 
was  mixed.  The  largest  increases  were  in  paper,  apparel  and 
tobacco  products.  The  largest  declines  were  in  foods  and 
chemicals. 

Shipments 

Within  the  durable  goods  sector,  increases  in  shipments 
were  widespread.  The  largest  increase  was  in  transportation 
equipment,  up  $2.2  billion  or  8.3  percent  to  $29.4  billion, 
$1.8  billion  of  which  was  in  aircraft  and  parts.  Motor 
vehicles  and  parts  were  up  $0.2  billion.  Nonelectrical 
machinery  shipments  increased  $1.0  billion  or  5.4  percent  to 
$19.1  billion,  with  the  largest  increases  in  engines  and 
turbines  and  farm  machinery  and  equipment.  Primary  metals 
shipments  were  up  $0.7  billion  or  6.5  percent  to  $11.3 
billion. 

Within  the  nondurable  sector  the  pattern  of  change  for 
shipments  was  also  mixed.  The  largest  declines  were  in 
foods,  textiles  and  chemicals,  while  the  largest  increases 
were  in  tobacco,  apparel  and  paper. 

Unfilled  Orders 

Most  of  the  $3.1  billion  increase  in  the  orders  backlog 
in  December  was  for  aircraft  and  parts,  up  $2.7  billion  or 
1.8  percent  to  $152.3  billion.  There  was  also,  a  large 
increase  in  primary  metals,  up  $0.9  billion  or  4.1  percent 
to  $22.5  billion;  both  steel  and  nonferrous  metals  had 
increases.  The  backlog  of  orders  for  nondurable  goods 
declined  0.4  percent. 

Inventories 


Inventories  of  durable  goods  manufacturers  increased 
$0.4  billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $216.3  billion,  following  a 
large  1.2  percent  increase  in  November.  A  large  decline  in 
inventories  for  defense  capital  goods  of  $0.9  billion  or  2.5 
percent  was  more  than  offset  by  widespread  increases  in 
other  industry  categories.  Most  of  the  increase  in 
nondurable  goods  inventories  of  $1.0  billion  or  0.9  percent 
came  in  the  chemicals,  paper  and  apparel  industries. 

Inventories  by  stage  of  fabrication  showed  materials 
and  supplies  up  0.4  percent  from  November  and  finished  goods 
up  0.9  percent;  work  in  process  was  unchanged.
